CINCINNATI (AP) — Hopes 
that two long-missing nine-year* 
olds from 
suburban 
Fairfax 
were still all right—and perhaps 
on the way homewards — have 
been abandoned.

Monday night the boys who re­ 
portedly spent a night at a serv 
ice station near Lily, Ky., were 
not Johnny Hundley and James 
McQueary. The two boys were 
last seen Oct. 15. 
The chief said he had a talk 
with the boys who visited the 
service station and identified 
them as Walter Lee Polly, 15, 
and David Ward, 13, of nearby 
Loveland. 
He said the boys 
hitch hiked to a relative’s home 
to Virginia and came to Bruce 
Cannon’s service station on their 
way back. 
Elmer Howes, a truck driver 
from suburban Amelia, passed 
through the service station the 
night after the boys had hitched 
a ride on a car going north to­ 
wards London, Ky. He told Can­ 
non the youngsters sounded like 
the missing pair. 
Kentucky state police showed 
attendants at the gas station 
pictures of the missing boys.

Gov. James A. Rhodes received 
a first-hand report today from 
a task force directing a crash 
program to rehabilitate the over 
crowded Boys Industrial Sc boo 
near Lancaster. 
At tne same time ft was an­ 
nounced t h a t hereafter th e 
school would be known as the 
Fairfield School for Boys. T h e 
school is situated in Fairfield 
County.

Ohioan Leads Two Lives 
As Teacher, Chorus Girl 


NEW YORK (AP) — Bede 
Thomas doesn’t see what's so 
unusual about being a school­ 
teacher by day and a Broadway 
chorus girl by night. 
The red haired Dayton, Ohio 
lass, 26, who appears in “What 
Makes Sammy Run?" spends 
two or three days a week doing 
substitute teaching at Manhat­ 
tan’s Junior High School 79. 
"I don’t think this is really 
extraordinary if you look at the 
number of hours in the day,’ 
she says. 
"I’m at the theater only three 
and a half hours in the evening 
and I get home about 11:45. It’s 
not as if I worked in a cocktail 
lounge until four in the morning. 
I usually get up at 6:45 a.m. and 
that leaves a full day ahead." 
She says that ber husband, 
Jimmy Campbell, wasn’t very

"But," she explains, "I said to

Oswald Guilt 
Pinned Down 


By STERLING F. GREEN 
WASHINGTON (AP)—Moun­ 
tains of newly disclosed evi­ 
dence pinned securely today the 
sole guilt of President John F. 
Kennedy’s assassination on Lee 
Harvey Oswald, the Marxist 
who said he hated America but 
found that the Soviet U n i o n 
‘stunk." 
The 26 volumes of Warren 
Commission hearing transcript, 
released Monday, bared in full 
the charges of those who hold 
that Oswald was only the trig- 
german for a conspiracy or — 
as his mother testified — a 
scapegoat for murderers still 
uncaught. 
The testimony revealed tost 
those witnesses offered only ad 
nutted speculation, opinion, or 
unsupported theory. 
Most of it was rebutted by the 
lard evidence against Oswald, 
piled up remorselessly in thou 
sands of pages of testimony and 
still more thousands of exhibits. 
There 
were 
disagreements 
even among those at the center 
of the nightmare events of Nov. 
22, 1963. Did the dying president 
speak? No, said the widow 
Jacqueline, who was splashed 
with his gushing life blood. Yes, 
said the Secret Service agent in 
the front seat, the president 
said, "My God, I am hit." 
Texas Gov. John B. Conn ally 
lieard only two shots, his wife 
heard three. On some other de 
tails those closest to the vortex 
of sudden swirling tragedy disa­ 
greed. 
But the inexorable thrust of 
the mass of evidence was that: 
Lee Oswald, 24, a truant son 
who once drew a knife on his 
mother and contemptuously re­ 
fused to see "a head shrinker or 
a nut doctor," had the capacity, 
the opportunity, the means and 
the will to assassinate a presi­ 
dent. And, as Chief Justice Earl 
Warren and his six investigative 
colleagues found, did so. 
The question asked ever since 
by shocked Americans — could 
it have been prevented? — was 
answered negatively by Secret 
Service Chief James J. Rowley. 
His agents in Dallas per­ 
formed "in an exemplary man­ 
ner,” said Rowley. 
Laden as it was with hind­ 
sights 
and 
migbt-have-beens, 
the testimony was also illu­ 
mined with grisly scenes etched 
forever on memories. 
The widow of John F. Kenne­ 
dy remembered: "And just as I 
turned and looked at him, I 
could see a piece of his skull 
and I remember it was flesh

By HUGH MULLIGAN 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
moment of assassination in Dal­ 
las, Tex., 12:30 p.m. by the elec­ 
tric clock on the school deposi­ 
tory, came upon the principals 
in the motorcade with a terrible 
suddenness that is forged forev­ 
er in their memories. 
Mrs. John F. Kennedy would 
never forget that it was hot, 
"terribly hot, just blinding us 
all,” and that amid the din 
there was a sound, like motor­ 
cycles backfiring. 
"There is always noise in a 
motorcade, and there are a1 
ways motorcycles beside us, a 
lot of them backfiring. So I was 
looking to the left. I guess there 
was a noise, but it didn’t seem 
like any different noise really 
because there is so much noise, 
motorcycles and things." 
For a long time afterward, 
she would torture herself with 
the thought that if she had been 
looking the other way when she 
first heard that noise things 
might somehow have been dif­ 
ferent. 
"I used to think if only I bac 
been looking to the right I would 
have seen the first shot hit him, 
then I could have pulled him 
down, and then the second shot 
would not have hit him.” 
Mrs. Lyndon B. Johnson, rid­ 
ing two cars behind, also heard 
the noise.

$3,000 Raise 
For Solons 
Added To Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)-The 
Ohio House Government Opera­ 
tions Committee agreed today 
to insert a $3,000 a year pay 
hike for state legislators in a 
bill to increase salaries of coun­ 
ty officials. 
The amendment to the bill 
came on a voice vote of the 14 
committee 
members 
present. 
There was no dissent. 
The amended measure is still 
before the committee, awaiting 
final action probably next week, 
before it goes to a vote on the 
House floor. 
The pay boost would bring the 
legislators’ salary to $8,000 a 
year or $16,000 for the two-year 
terms to which House members 
are now elected and $32,000 for 
the four-year terms to which 
senators are elected. Four year 
terms have been suggested for 
House members also.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States put a higher bank 
discount rate into effect today 
as a safeguard against the flow 
of dollars abroad. 
At the same time, the govern­ 
ment hopes to keep the domes 
tic economy on course by mod 
erately 
increasing the funds 
available to bankers, business­ 
men and consumers. 
The Federal Reserve Board 
Monday ordered an increase 
from 3.5 per cent to 4 per cent 
in the discount rate — the inter­ 
est bankers must pay when they 
obtain funds from the Federal 
Reserve system. The board act­ 
ed after Britain jumped its bank 
rate from 5 to 7 per cent earlier 
in the day. 
Today, Rep. Wright Patman, 
D-Tex., chairman of the House 
Banking and Currency Commit­ 
tee. charged that the action

that

LEOPOLDVILLE, the Congo 
(AP) — Belgian paratrooper 
swarmed down on Stanleyville 
today and seized virtual control 
of the rebel capital, but not be­ 
fore a b o u t 50 foreign hostages 
were killed, including a U.S. 
missionary doctor, official re­ 
ports said. 
U.S. transport planes flew in 
the paratroopers, and some of 
them were shot at and reported 
damaged. 
As the Belgians landed, white- 
led Congolese government sol­ 
diers attacked Stanleyville. The 
attacking troops moved quickly 
to free the rest of 1,613 foreign­ 
ers held 
as 
hostages 
and 
marked for slaughter by the 
regime should their capital be 
attacked. 
Refugees flown to Leopold­ 
ville from Stanleyville said the 
rebels had killed Dr. Paul Carl­ 
son, medical missionary from 
Rolling Hills, Calif. He had 
been condemned as a spy, rn 
charge denied by Washington. 
(The 
State Department in 
Washington said Carlson was 
among 250 hostages herded by 
the Congolese rebels into Lu­ 
mumba Square and fired upon. 
Belgian official reports said 15 
hostages were killed and 40 
were wounded when the rebels 
machine gunned them in the 
square. The State Department 
notified Carlson’s parents, Mr.

Scioto Downs 
Is Dismissed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
suit against the Scioto Downs, 
Inc., Mid-America Racing Asso­ 
ciation (MARA), Inc., and mem­ 
bers of the Ohio State Racing 
Commission was dismissed to­ 
day in Common Pleas Court. 
The suit had been brought 
Oct. 23, 1962, by Carl W. Roth 
of Columbus, who owns 5,825 
shares of Class A common stock 
and 5,825 shares of Class B 
common stock in Scioto Downs.

With its two Novem ber M arine shots, 
the United States has launched a dec­ 
ade of observation to disclose infinitely 
m ore about the p l a n e t M ars than all 
the previous centuries of telescopic ob­ 
servation. Is there life on M a’ s, and if 
so, how advanced is it? These are ques­ 
tions the M ariner space program is de­ 
signed to answer. 
Contrary to the excited talk of a dec­ 
ade ago about a m an from earth some­ 
day meeting 
a 
m an 
from 
M ars, a 
growing m ajority of scientists now be­ 
lieves advanced life does not exist on 
M ars, and so far no real evidence has 
been found to suggest life in any form. 
E very two years and 50 days, earth 
and M ars reach the closest points to one 
a n o t h e r in their respective solar or­ 
bits. D u r i n g each of these periods 
for the next IO years, the United States 
will send satellite observers to view 
M ars, first from its own atm osphere 
and later from its soil. 
By the end of the decade, m an w i l l 
know as m uch about the atm osphere, 
the m inerals and w hat grows on M ars 
as it is p o s s i b I e to know without set­ 
ting foot on the p l a n e t . When m a n 
m ight see the M artian landscape f o r 


himself has not yet been settled in 
space tim etables, but satellite explor­ 
ation of the planet will be thorough be­ 
fore hum an travelers approach the new 
world. 
One of the dangers in M artian explor­ 
ation w h i c h worries the science com ­ 
munity most is that vehicles from earth 
m ay contam inate any o r g a n i c life 
which does exist on M ars. A foreign m i­ 
croorganism turned loose on a planet 
has built up no natural defenses could 
w reak havoc. 
Though televised pictures sent back 
by M ars satellites prove conclusively 
there is no life on the planet, hum an ex­ 
plorers will not be satisfied until they 
have trod its barren terrain. Some sci­ 
entists undoubtedly 
would 
propose 
transplanting earth life to M ars in the 
hope of establishing a new source of 
food for m an. 
The scientist and the laym an will both 
be disappointed if the M ariner program 
ends with the verdict, no life. But re­ 
gardless of w hether it now supports liv­ 
ing crea tu res,M ars seem s destined to 
play an increasingly im portant role in 
our solar system as expansion of knowl­ 
edge about the universe 
mtinues.

“Today there are more than 
21,750 authors, composers and 
music publishers connected with 
the two firms. 
"Performing rights payments 
came to about $4 million in 1939, 
last year were above $50 mil­ 
lion, and by 1970 will reach $100 
million.

from $44 million in 1939 to in 
excess of $050 million this year. 
"In 
1963,

NEW YORK (AP) —Pressure 
for higher interest rates in the 
United States will be increased 
by the Bank of England’s hik­ 
ing of its lending charge to 7 
per cent. 
The like rate here is 3Va p e r 
cent. 
The 
temptation to get 
twice as much in London could 
cause investors to ship dollars 
abroad. 
And this the U.S. government 
doesn t want. Too many dollars 
already are going abroad, keep­ 
ing the U.S. books on interna­ 
tional 
payments 
in 
the 
red 
year after year. 
But the government also is 
loathe to raise interest rates at 
home. Such a step would keep 
dollars here, but it also could 
pinch the economic g r o w t h . 
Costly credit and tight money 
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supplies 
discourage 
industrial 
expansion, the building of more 
homes, the borrowing to carry 
inventories or to rn eetexpand- j 
ing payrolls. 
Already there is pressure to 
raise interest rates here. Bank­ 
ers in the last two or t h re e 
weeks report signs that the Fed­ 
eral Reserve may have tight­ 
ened up on the money supply, 
although it has 
avoided any 
statement of a policy change. 
There 
have 
been 
warnings, 
however, that such tightening 
might have to come if inflation 
should threaten. 
The 
American 
problem 
is 
quite different from the British. 
The 
United 
Kingdom 
has 
a 
growing deficit in trade. Im­ 
ports exceed exports by about 
$2.25 billion this year. And Brit­ 
ain has run out of foreign cur­ 
rencies to pay for its appetite 
for foreign goods. A few weeks 
ago it clapped a 15 per cent 
surcharge on most imports to 
halt their inflow. But still the 
pressure on the pound built up. 
In the United States exports 
are running well ahead of im­ 
ports. The balance of trade is 
very 
favorable. 
The 
trouble 
comes from other forms of dol­ 
lar outflow—foreign aid. mili­ 
tary spending overseas, invest­ 
ments abroad, 
dollar-spending 
tourists. This puts pressure on 
our gold reserves and weakens 
confidence in the value of the 
dollar. 
if hot money—the idle funds 
that go where interest rates are 
highest—starts flowing out in 
volume again, the United States 
may have to raise interest rates 
too to halt it.

The way a man walks — h is 
stride and his secure footing — 
is sometimes an important diag­ 
nostic tool for the physician. 
The analysis of a man’s gait, 
his erect position, the coordinat­ 
ed movement of his arms and 
legs, can be an excellent guide 
to his health. 
Normal gait is, of course, tak­ 
en for granted and does not call 
forth special attention or inter­ 
est. 
We all know that there is a dif­ 
ference in the male gait and the 
female gait. Women walk with 
greater rapidity of step and are 
much lighter on their feet. 
It is even felt that occupation, 
emotional stability and person­ 
ality may be reflected in the 
walk pattern of many people. 
There are specific changes in 
the gait that are identified with 
certain neurological 
disorders 
and other medical conditions. 
For example, foot scraping along 
the ground is characteristic of a 
1 patient who has recently had a 
stroke. Improvement 
in 
th e 
(gait gives the physician an indi- 
j cation of the speed and extent of 
recovery. 
Parkinson’s disease, too, may 
produce characteristic changes 
in gait. A marked rigidity of the 
body accompanies short, rapid 
strides, with the feet barely lift­ 
ed off the floor. 
The effect of too much alcohol 
produces the familiar stagger­ 
ing gait of the drunkard. He 
reels backwards, forwards and 
I sideways, alw ays on the verge of 
I falling. 


Also, the drunkard’s feet are 
kept wide apart and he moves 
with uncertain steps as though 
he were walking on an oil slick. 
His arms fly aimlessly in an un­ 
coordinated attempt to regain 
balance. 
A critical examination of the 
walking gait and the position 
w h i l e standing still is an im­ 
portant part of a general neuro­ 
logical examination. 
A study of the stance and the 
walk, both with the eyes open 
and the eyes closed, gives the 
p h y s i c i a n important infor­ 
mation for an accurate diagnos­ 
is.

High Court 
Rules Against 
Ohio Police 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Tile 
Supreme Court decided Monday 
a tip to a Cleveland Policeman 
from an undisclosed informer 
was not sufficient to justify an 
Ohio arrest and search without 
a warrant for illegal gambling 
slips. 
Justice Potter Stewart deliver­ 
ed the 6-3 decision. Justice Tom 
C. Clark dissented with an opin­ 
ion in which Justice Hugo Black 
joined. Justice John M. Harlan 
also wrote a dissenting opinion. 
The decision applied to William 
Beck, who was stopped as he 
drove along a Cleveland street 
on Nov. IO, 1961. Police search­ 
ed the car but found nothing. 
Beck was placed under arrest 
however, and taken to a police 
station where clearing house 
slips were found secreted in his 
clothing. 
The policeman who arrested 
Beck said he had a police photo­ 
graph of the man, had know­ 
ledge of three previous arrests 
for clearing house operations, 
and had a tip from an informer 
whose identity he refused to re­ 
veal. Beck was fined $500. 
He appealed to Ohio State 
courts on the ground the arrest 
and search without a warrant 
violated his rights under the 
U.S. Constitution. The Ohio Su­ 
preme Court ruled against him 
and he appealed to the highest 
tribunal. 
Stewart said it was incumbent 
upon the prosecution in Beck’s 
case “to show with considerably 
more specificity than was shown 
what the informer actually said, 
and why the officer thought the 
information was credible.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Babylonians drowned murder­ 
ers; the Israelites stoned Sab­ 
bath breakers; the Assyrians 
impaled the guilty; the Romans 
had an extra-special way of 
dealing with citizens who mur­ 
dered close relatives. 
They sewed the victim up in a 
sack with a dog, a cock, a viper 
and an ape. Then the sack was 
cast into the sea or river. 
Last 
year 
in

United 
States, 21 men were put to death 
by legal authorities in entirely 
legal ways. Six were gassed, 13 
were electrocuted and two were 
hanged. The youngest was an 
18-year-old Negro in Georgia; 
the oldest a 55-year old white 
man in Arizona. 
The crimes they committed 
are recognized universally as 
heinous: murder, rape and kid­ 
naping. But, in this century — 
and there are notable excep­ 
tions ■— that’s the way more and 
more Americans, like people all 


over the world, are viewing the 
death penalty. 
Last March, the Kentucky 
House voted to abolish capital 
punishment. Although the bill 
died in the Senate, that’s the 
first time the perennial measure 
had traveled that far. 
Early this month, voters in 
Oregon approved a law to take 
the death penalty for murder 
ou of the 
state constitution. 
When Gov. Mark Hafield pro­ 
claims the vote — he immed- 
ately commuted to life the death 
sentences of three condemned 
slayers — the death penalty will 
be dead in Oregon. 
The 21 executed by civil au­ 
thorities in the United States 
last year were, according to 
Federal 
Bureau 
of 
Prison 
records, the smallest number 
executed in any year in the na­ 
tion’s history. From 1930, the 
earliest for which detailed sta­ 
tistics are available, until 1949, 
at least IOO were so dispatched 
each year.

colored. I remember thinking he 
just looked as if he had a slight 
headache . . . and then he sort 
of did this, put his hand to his 
forehead, and fell into my lap.” 
Gov. Connally, conscious de­ 
spite grave wounds, saw on the 
pale blue upholstery a “chunk 
of brain tissue as big as almost 
my thumbnail.” 
Secret Service agent Clinton 
Hill, who leaped on the acceler­ 
ating car as it sped off to Park­ 
land Hospital, thought he knew 
why Mrs. Kennedy crawled out 
on the rear deck of the automo­ 
bile — an episode she said she 
could not recall. 
Hill said he thought she was 
“reaching for something coming 
off the rear tail of the car.” He 
grabbed her, put heir back in the 
seat. “The next day we found 
the portion of the president’s 
head . . . it was found in the 
atreet.” 
The stark fear of a wife wait­ 
ing alone in a hospital corridor 
was confessed by Mrs. Connal­ 
ly: 
“I guess like any other 
woman, I wondered if all the 
doctors were in the room on the 
left and they were not taking too 
good care of my husband on the 
right. I shouldn’t have worried 
about that, should I?” 
The testimony dealt at length 
with the motives of Jack Ruby, 
the Dallas nigrt club operator 
convicted of murdering Oswald 
during a jail transfer two days 
after the assassination. A cu­ 
rious sentence highlighted that 
testimony.

“I guess I just had to show 
the world a Jew has guts,’ 
Ruby told Forrest V. Sorrels 
Secret Service agent in charge 
of the Dallas office. 
Oswald’s mother, the twice 
widowed Marguerite Oswald of 
Fort Worth, insisted to the com 
mission, as she has in paid lee 
ture appearances, that her son 
might have been a secret agent 
of 
the 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency who was set up to take 
the blame for the assassination. 
She acknowledged she had no 
supporting evidence, however. 
Lee’s half-brother, John Ed­ 
ward Pie, testified that he be­ 
lieves his mother “is out right 
now to make as much money as 
she can on her relationship with 
Lee Harvey Oswald.” 
Lt. Francis L. Martelle, who 
interviewed Oswald in New Or­ 
leans after the former Marine 
became involved in a street 
brawl while distributing pro- 
Castro literature, said Oswald 
considered himself a Marxist, 
not a Russian-style Communist, 
and said he hated America. “ I 
asked him what he thought of 
the form of communism in Rus­ 
sia, since he had lived there for 
two years, and he replied ‘It 
stunk.’ ” 
In the Dallas jail, after the 
arrest, Oswald gave arrogant 
denials to every question about 
the assassination, Dallas Police 
Chief Jesse E. Curry told the 
commission. 
His secrets died with him. 
Frantic and futile efforts to ob­ 
tain a deathbed statement, just 
after the fatal shot from Jack 
Ruby’s pistol, were described 
by Dallas police detective B. H. 
Combest. 
Oswald heard and recognized 
Combest and appeared to un­ 
derstand 
the officer’s 
urging 
that “if he wanted to say any­ 
thing he was going to have to 
say it then.”

noise. She didn’t know quite 
what to make of it, except that 
it was “frightening” and came 
‘from the right.”

‘At the time I heard it, I 
didn’t think it was a firecracker 
or a blowout or anything else. I 
thought it was a rifle shot.” The 
thought immediately crossed his 
mind that “this is an assassina­ 
tion attempt.” 
What happened next in that

Street and around the corner 
into Elm is retold in greater 
detail than ever in the complete 
26 volumes of Warren Commis 
sion testimony released Monday 
by the White House. 
The principals tell the story in 
their own words, words still 
weighted by the burden of I in 
gering 
melancholy that 
time 
can lighten but never lift. 
“Suddenly Gov. Connally was 
yelling, ‘Oh, no, no, no,” Mrs 
Kennedy told commission inves­ 
tigators when they called at her 
Georgetown home last Summer. 
“ And my husband never made 
any sound. So I turned to the 
right. And all I remember is 
seeing my husband, he had this 
sort of quizzical look on his 
face, and his hand was up, it 
must have been his left hand.” 
She 
r e m e m b e r e d 
fall­ 
ing on him and saying, ‘Oh, no, 
no, no,’ I mean, ‘Oh, my God, 
they have shot my husband,’ 
and ‘I love you Jack,” I remem­ 
ber I was shouting. And just 
being down in the car with his 
head on my lap. And it just 
seemed an eternity.” 
At the crack of the first shot, 
which he was certain came 
from the right, Connally turned 
instinctively in that direction. 
Failing to see anything unusual 
and unable to catch the presi­ 
dent in the comer of his eye, he 
turned to look back over his left 
shoulder. 
“But I never got that far in 
my turn . . . then I felt like 
someone had hit me in the 
back.” 
Connally knew he had been 
shot “when just looked down 
and I was covered with blood, 
and the thought 
immediately 
passed through my mind that 
there were either two or three 
people involved or more in this 
or someone was shooting with 
an automatic rifle.” 
Mrs. Connally, seated in the 
jump seat next to him, looked 
over her shoulder at the first 
shot and “saw the president as 
he had both hands at his neck. 
It was just sort af nothing, the 
expression on his face, and he 
just sort of slumped down.” 
She recalled her husband say­ 
ing, “Oh, no, no, no,” she testi­ 
fied, “then there was a second 
shot, and it hit John and as he 
recoiled to the right, just erum 
pled like a wounded animal to 
his right, he said, ‘My God, they 
are going to kill us all.’ ” 
Still conscious, the governor 
reclined in his wife’s lap, his 
eyes open. 
“And then of course the third 
shot sounded, and I heard the 
shot very clearly. I heard it hit 
him. I heard the shot hit some­ 
thing, and I assumed again — it 
never entered my mind that it 
hit anybody but the president. I 
heard it hit. It was a very loud 
noise, just that audible, very 
clear.” 
Then the horror of it all, the

Bored Theater Operator 


Devised Airplane Films

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — It all 
started because a theater chain 
operator become bored on long 
flights from the East Coast to 
Hollywood. 
David Flexer operated movie 
houses in and near Memphis, 
Tenn., 
and during his many 
trips 
to 
see 
the 
Hollywood 
product he mused on how a 
plane cabin resembled a projec­ 
tion room. Why not show movies 
to occupy the droning hours in 
flight? 
That was in 1957. Flexer spent 
four years and a million dollars 
to devise a method of showing 
movies on aircraft. The system 
had to be lightweight, compact, 
automatic and meet the approv­ 
al of the Federal Aviation Agen­ 
cy. The result was inflight mo­ 
tion pictures, which began serv­ 
ice on TWA flights to Europe in 
1961. 
With inflight you see a movie 
much as in a theater. The stew­ 
ardess hangs a screen at the 
head of the aisle — one for first 
class, one for tourist. The cabin 
is darkened and the movie be­ 
gins to unreel from a projection 
hole rear the ceiling. Each pas­ 
senger is equipped with ear­ 
phones for the sound. The sound 
is tne least effective part of the 
system; I found it difficult to 
c a t c h the British accents in 
“Murder Ahoy.” 
But inflight 
says it is Installing new ear­ 
phones that will give a better, 
stereophonic sound. 
The success of inflight gave 
rise to other systems. American 
Airlines has devised Astrovi 
sion, which gives the passenger 
the option of watching a movie 
on an individual nine-mch TV- 
type screen or using earohones 
to listen to classical or pop mu­ 
sic 
(Mi stereo. Continental Air­ 
lines uses a similar system. 
As added gimmicks, Ameri­ 
can can use its screens to give 
oassengers a panorama of the 
ground below via a camera in 
the airplane nose — or to pick 
up commercial telecasts. 
Hot comnetition for the flying 
customer has given rise to a 
battle if words as each airline 
touts its system in ads. 
The airlines have made mul- 
dmillion-dollar commitments to 
movie systems, and the practice 
is likely to continue spreading to 
long-distance flights. Short hops 
are impractical for films. A Los 
Angeles-San Francisco flight of 
42 minutes now scarcely pro­ 
vides time for serving coffee 
Film bookings may be a prob­ 
lem as time goes on. Frequent 
travelers are already switching 


reservations to avoid seeing the 
same film twice, and with Hol­ 
lywood’s continued emphasis on 
the sexy and the sensational, it 
is not easy to find enough at­ 
tractions to appeal to the family 
trade. 
The best attractions for the 
jet travelers are musicals and 
comedies. Heavy dramas a r e 
not too popular. 
So far, however, nobody is 
known to have walked out on 
one.
